Skinning a Sea Otter. 

Aull grown sea otter is trom fore 
to five feet loug aud perbaps a fvot of 
more wide. Whben a bunter secures 
one be luosens the hide from the nuse 
and head, and without cutting it leugtb- 
wise at all be pulls tbe skin down over 
the body, the bide being so elastic that 
this is.not a difficult job. it is then 
stretched over a smvuotb board six and 
a half feet tong, vine inches wide at 
one end and ten at the other end. Kach 
end of this board is tapered to a point, 
Anotber board exactly the same size is! 
then inserted. and the skin js stretched 
a foot or eighteen inches lunger than 
its original length. A third board naif 
the length of the other is wedged in! 
and the skin ligbtly tacked at the ends 
to bold it in place. if any flesh ad- 
heres to the ‘skin it is then cut off, and 
tbe bide is cured and dried in this cun- 
dition.

A. Pioneer Humerist. 


Nova Scotia has produced many 
me 1 famous as soldiers, sailors, states- 
men and men vi letters, but no son of 
this ancient province has achieved 
more fame than the author of “Sam 
Slick.” 

It was on a December morning ip 
the year 1796 that Thomas Chandler 
Haliburton w:: born in the town of 
Windsor. His father was Hon. Wil- 
liam Otis Haliburton, a descendant 
of a distinguished Scotch family bear- 
ing that name. who eng hat Lacy, 


! ton was the only son 

Little is known of his childhood, but 

an early age he matriculated into 
King’s College—the oldest university 
in the Empire overseas—pursued a 
course remarkable for its brilliancy 
and gradu.ted ip 1818 with high hon- 
ors. Two years later he was admitted 
to the Bar, and began the practice 
of law in Annapolis Royal. 

Not content with the fame he was 
at such an early age achieving as a 
barirster, Haliburton entered the poli- 
tical arena, and in 1826 was returned 
to the House of Assembly as member 
for the combined counties of Anna- 
eat and Kings. A keen debater and 

rilliant orator, he soon became one 
of the most active and prominent 
members of this body. 

In 1730, at the age of 34, Halibur- 
ton, on being offered a seat on the 


of Nova Scotia. Here that indomi- 
table wit for which he was already 
famed received a lavish play, and 
many of his judicial mots are cele- 
brated.—The Globe.

The Market at Kingston. 
“One of the most intaresting spec- 
tacles I ever witnessed,” says a man, 
who recently paid a rather lengthy 
visit to Jamaica, ‘‘is the market at 
Kingston. As you perhaps know, 92 
per cent. of the population of Jamaica 
is colored. The natives, for the most 
part, are a hard-working class of peo-' 
"+, a large majority of them engaged 
in farming. On market days at King- 
ston you can see line after line of 
men, women and children carrying on 
their heads fruits and vegetables of all 
kinds in baskets. Many of them come 
as far as 20 miles inland. They are 
all great walkers and do not seem to 
mind trudging 40 or 50 miles three 
times a week in order to get their 
supplies to Kingston. Those who can 
afford it use the donkey as a means 
of transportation, but the percentage 
is very small. They have the small- 
est donkeys in the world in Jamaica. 
Many of them are no larger than a 
good-sized Newfoundland dog. The 
animals are very strong, however, and 
make excellent beasts of burden. 
“The Jamaica climate is frightfully 
trying on the system. While Kingston. 
the largest city, is an active place in 
the daytime, at night it resembles a 
deserted village. The business people 
of the city all live on the outskirts of 
the town and after office hours it is 
tare that one ever sees more than half 
a dozen people on the streets. When 
I got back home I thought the whole 
city was in mourning, for I saw so 
many dressed in black clothes. No 
one in Jamaica ever dresses in black. 
Nearly all the natives wear white, 
which seems to protect them from the 
sun. Wou never see one attired in 
the conventional black suit.’’
